Specification Objections 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1 and 2 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner 
required by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Han (US PG PUB 2001/0044800), in view of Messer (US 2002/0147517) and 
further in view of Official Notice. 



In regards to claim 1 , Han discloses the ability to search for brand name 
companies' URL addresses exclusively within the Internet and interactive television 
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environments. Han teaches registering a companies URL in a database to better 
organize information for retrieval (abstract and FIG 12A), but does not specifically 
mention that the URLs are exclusive to brand names. Messier teaches approving and 
selecting manufactures sites (URLs) for materials (page 2, para 029) for inclusion in a 
select URL database. It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in 
the art to include in Han the limiting registration process to assure that only brand 
names were in the database as taught by Messier, because this would assure that only 
those company websites approved for use would be presented thus would improving 
organization and retrieval of the information. 

finding a specific company's URL in one or two clicks without the need to read a 
list of returned options (FIG 12B and para 13) 

the URL is found by either inputting what is or is thought to be the correct spelling 
of a company's name and/or a specific product line (para 12, related descriptors). 

the only URLs returned to the user are those of the brand name company or 
companies in the case of a product line search (see response above, limited URL 
database). 

links to sites other than the brand company site being searched (i.e., a publishing 
or media web site like msnbc.com or time.com) with information about that company or 
similar companies is not a part of this claim (see response above). 
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In regards to claim 2, Han discloses a system to deliver company URL addresses 
as the first and primary piece of information that is returned to a search user (para 013), 
and 

get to a brand name company's homepage or a substitute portal or jump page as 
determined by the brand name company swiftly and in a seamless manner as possible 
(para 13 and claim 1).
